Tae discussion of the scheme for tun- 


nelling the English Obannel between Do- 


ver and Calais is revived in Europe by the 
announcement that the French Minister of 
Public Works has appointed a special com- 
mission composed of engineéra, to exam- 
ine the subject, Already there have been 
surveys made and plans formed for the 
projected tunnel, but the result has not 
heen made public.
